Mr.  Chairman,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

As  Mr.  Gill  points  out  in  his  introductory  letter  1971  vas  a  notable 
year.  All  the  principal  villages  now  have  mains  water  and  sewerage  schemes. 
Twenty  years  ago  the  position  was  very  different.  There  was  one  trunk  water 
main  belonging  to  the  Whitby  Water  Company.  The  Whitby  Rural  District 
Council  was  in  the  process  of  constructing  its  first  trunk  main  bringing 
water  from  Westerdale,  down  Eskdale  and  along  to  Robin  Hood's  Bay,  with 
branches  to  supply  the  coastal  villages  from  Staithes  to  Sandsend.  In  1951 
Mr.  Thompson  estimated  that  there  were  1,761  houses  with  dry  closets,  and 
owing  to  lack  of  sewerage  schemes  it  was  impossible  to  convert  the  majority 
of  these  to  water  closets. 

But  in  spite  of  so  much  progress  having  been  made  there  are  still 
problems.  Experience  shows  that  commercial  site  owners  book  long  stay 
caravans  up  to  the  limit  of  the  site's  capacity,  so  leaving  no  vacancies  for 
touring  caravans  to  park.  It  seems  that  if  provision  is  to  be  made  for 
these  touring  caravans,  then  sites  will  have  to  be  provided  by  bodies  such 
as  The  Caravan  Club,  which  has  one  site  in  operation  providing  fifty  places 
for  touring  caravans,  or  by  this  District  Council.

The  Whitby  Doctors 


Nurses'  names  given  in  the  Whitby  U.D.C.  Report 


The  duties  of  Health  Visitors  include  the  visiting  of  homes  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  young  children.  It  is  their  duty  to  visit 
every  home  where  there  is  a  child  below  school  age,  so  that  the  mother  may  be 
encouraged  to  discuss  even  the  most  trivial  worry  with  the  Health  Visitor,  who 
may  then  reassure  her  or  get  her  to  seek  expert  advice. 

In  addition,  they  visit  and  advise  expectant  or  nursing  mothers,  persons 
suffering  from  illness,  including  tuberculosis,  and  aged  persons. 
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Vaccination  and  Immunisation 


Vaccination  and  immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria,  Smallpox, 
Whooping  Cough  and  Measles  were  done  by  family  doctors,  or  at  the  infant  welfare 
centres.  In  addition,  it  has  been  routine  practice  during  the  year  for  Dr. 
Binns  and  I  to  offer  boosters  to  schoolchildren,  as  follows  :- 

Poliomyelitis  -  on  school  entry.  Smallpox  -  on  school  entry. 

Diphtheria  -  on  school  entry.  Tetanus  -  on  school  entry. 

Rubella  -13  year  old  girls. 

Ambulance  Service 

Two  large  ambulances  and  two  small  ambulances  axe  housed  in  premises  in 
Waterstead  Lane,  Whitby. 

Escort  duties  in  the  ambulance  service  have  been  undertaken  by  members  of 
the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society. 

Domestic  Help  Service 

Helps  are  provided  when  necessary,  and  71  cases  in  the  Rural  District 
received  assistance  during  1971. 

Payment  for  the  service  of  a  domestic  help  depends  on  income  and  necessary 
expenses,  and  varies  from  a  possible  full  rate  of  38p  an  hour  to  a  free  service. 

Chiropody  Service 

One  whole-time  and  two  part-time  chiropodists  were  provided  by  the  North 
Riding  County  Council,  treatment  being  offered  to  the  following  classes  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  family  doctor  :-

Women  over  60  years  old. 

Physically  handicapped  persons. 

Persons  with  a  mental  illness. 

Expectant  mothers.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District 
and  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Department  for  the  year  1971. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that,  with  the  taking  over  of  the  private  water 
supply  at  Uesterdale  by  the  Scarborough  Corporation  and  the  completion  of  the  Joint 
Sewerage  Scheme  with  the  Whitby  Urban  District  Council,  all  the  main  villages  in 
the  District  are  now  provided  with  mains  water  and  sewerage  schemes.  I  am  indebted 
to  Mr.  South,  the  Scarborough  Corporation's  Water  Engineer  and  Manager,  for  supplying 
the  bulk  of  the  information  on  water  supplies. 

The  refuse  collection  service  was  maintained  with  difficulty  for  certain 
periods  of  the  year  due  to  a  higher  than  average  rate  of  sickness.  A  work  study 
commenced  during  the  year  and  may  result  in  providing  a  weekly  refuse  collection 
service  in  all  villages. 

Seventy-four  houses  were  improved  with  the  aid  of  grants,  making  a  total 
of  991  houses  improved  since  the  inception  of  the  grants  schemes  in  1949. 

During  the  year  action  had  to  be  taken  with  regard  to  the  overcrowding  of 
Caravan  Sites  and  this  resulted  in  a  number  of  applications  for  new  sites  and  the 
extension  of  existing  sites.  I  think  that  the  "static  caravans"  are  fairly  well 
catered  for  but  there  is  a  very  urgent  need  for  sites  for  "touring  caravans". 

Thirty-one  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  TUB  AREA 


General 

The  Public  water  supplies  in  the  Whitby  Rural  District  are  closely  linked 
with  those  in  the  Whitby  Urban  District  and  are  owned  by  the  Scarborough  Corporation. 

The  principal  supplies  in  the  District  are  the  Regional  Water  Scheme,  the 
River  Esk  extraction  scheme  at  Ruswarp  and  the  Randymere  Reservoir,  Goathland. 

These  supplies  are  subject  to  filtration  and  chlorination. 

Quantity  and  Quality  of  Supplies 

Due  to  the  improvements  carried  out  in  recent  years  there  were  no  diffi¬ 
culties  experienced  during  the  year  with  regard  to  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the 
public  supplies.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  integrate  the  systems  in  the  area  so 
that  water  from  the  Esk  Treatment  works  is  available  to  supplement  other  areas  in 
the  District. 

Improved  maintenance  of  reservoirs  to  avoid  leakage,  and  abandoning  unsatis' 
factory  small  springs  has  been  undertaken  in  order  to  maintain  and  improve  the  qualit; 
of  water  and  to  avoid  contamination. 


At  Randymere,  Goathland,  some  covered  storage  and  new  equipment  is  being 
provided  to  give  improved  control  on  the  quality  of  the  water. 

Chemical  analysis  reports  in  the  Whitby  Rural  District  area  show  that  the 
maximum  fluoride  content  for  the  area  is  0.1  p.p.m. 

Renewals  and  Extensions

The  Regional  Water  Scheme  supplies  Aislaby,  Ainthorpe,  Borrowby,  Botton 
Hall,  Castleton,  Danby,  Dunsley,  East  and  West  Barnby,  Egton,  Egton  Bridge,  Ellerby, 
Esk  Valley,  Pylingthorpe ,  Goathland,  Goldsborough,  Grosmont,  Glaisdale,  Hawsker, 
Hinderwell,  Houlsyke,  Hutton  I-Iulgrave,  Iburndale,  Kettleness,  Lealholm,  Lythe, 
Iiickleby,  Newholm,  Newton  Mulgrave,  Port  Ilulgrave,  Raw,  Robin  Hoods  Bay,  Roxby, 
Runswick  Bay,  Sandsend,  Scaling,  Sneaton,  Stainsacre,  Staithes,  Sleights,  Ugglebarnby 
and  Ugthorpe.  Commondale  has  a  separate  scheme. 

Privately-owned  Water  Schemes 

The  Westerdale  private  supply  was  taken  over  by  the  Corporation  during  the 
year.  There  are  now  no  private  water  schemes  in  the  area. 

Piped  Supplies  to  Dwellinghouses 

During  the  year  61  domestic  properties  were  connected  to  the  Corporation’s 
water  mains,  53  of  these  connections  were  for  new  development  and  7  farms  and  one 
house  previously  had  their  own  supplies. 

Approximately  658  houses  are  supplied  from  private  springs  and  very  few 
can  be  connected  to  the  Corporation’s  mains  due  to  the  difficult  contours  and 
isolated  positions.  There  are  no  public  standpipes  in  the  area  for  supplying 
houses  with  water  for  domestic  purposes. 

DRAINAGE  aND  SEWERAGE 

A  joint  sewerage  scheme  which  provided  for  the  sewerage  of  parts  of  the 
V/hitby  Urban  and  Rural  Districts,  was  completed  in  1971.  The  scheme  provides  for 
the  drainage  of  sewage  from  the  works  at  Sleights  to  the  sea  outfall  at  Whitby,  and 
the  connection  of  new  sewers  serving  the  villages  of  Sneaton,  Ugglebarnby  and  that 
part  of  Ruswarp  which  is  in  the  Rural  District. 

All  the  main  villages  in  the  District  now  have  sewerage  schemes  and  the 
Council  will  only  have  to  consider  the  provision  of  small  package  plants  to  serve 
the  remaining  hamlets,  consisting  of  no  more  than  20  houses  each. 

Fifty-nine  houses  were  connected  to  the  Council's  sewers  during  the  year. 

Of  the  5189  houses  in  the  district,  3926  are  connected  to  sewers.  In  addition,  it 
is  estimated  that  1091  houses  are  connected  to  private  septic  tanks.

Closet  Accommodation 

37  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets  during  the  year.  Of  the  5189 
houses  in  the  District,  approximately  4952  have  water  closets,  and  237  have  chemical 
or  dry  closets. 


The  number  of  dry  closets  is  gradually  being  reduced  with  the  aid  of 
Improvement  Grants,  but  many  of  the  properties  involved  are  isolated  and  drainage 
is  difficult  and  expensive.

The  Council  employ  4  men,  working  under  the  supervision  of  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  to  maintain  eighteen  separate  sewage  works  which  have  effluents 
discharging  to  water  courses. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection  Service 

The  collection  of  refuse  in  the  District  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour, 
using  eleven  men  and  three  vehicles.  Two  vehicles  are  Karrier  "Musketeers",  each 
having  a  carrying  capacity  of  60  cubic  yards;  the  other  vehicle  is  a  Karrier  with 
a  capacity  of  24  cubic  yards.  Considerable  savings  have  been  made  in  travel  and 
time  due  to  the  fact  that  these  lorries  only  require  to  tip  once  at  the  end  of  each 
day. 

There  are  52  hamlets  and  villages  in  the  District  over  an  area  of  178 
square  miles.  All  the  main  villages  have  a  weekly  collection  and  the  smaller 
villages  a  fortnightly  collection. 

Bulky  items  of  refuse  are  collected  on  request  by  the  handyman  using  a 
Ford  12  cwt.  van. 

The  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  for  the  year  ended  31st  March 
1972  was  £21,137,  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  7^-p.  in  the  £.

Refuse  Disposal 

The  Council  have  the  use  of  two  disused  quarries  for  the  disposal  of 

refuse  at 

1)  Mickleby  where  during  1971  culverting  was  carried  out  so  as  to  provide  a 

larger  tipping  area.  This  is  the  main  tip  and  the  Council  employ 
one  man  full-time  using  an  International  Harvester  "100"  B  Loader. 

2)  Goathland  This  tip  is  reserved  for  emergency  use  only. 
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During  the  year  751  loads  of  refuse  were  disposed  of  at  Mickle by  Tip,  a 
slight  increase  on  the  number  of  loads  tipped  in  1970.  The  estimated  tonnage  of 
refuse  dealt  with  was  4,000  tons. 

Septic  Tank  Emptying 

There  are  approximately  1100  private  septic  tanks  in  the  Rural  area  and 
the  Council  have  a  Karrier  1200-gallon  Cesspool  Emptier  to  carry  out  this  service. 

During  the  year  220  privately-owned  septic  tanks  and  five  Council  tanks 
were  emptied,  amounting  to  197  x  1200-gallon  loads. 

Householders  with  septic  tanks  in  unsewered  areas  of  the  District  can  have 
their  tanks  emptied  once  per  year  free  of  charge,  subsequent  emptying  in  the  year 
being  charged  for  at  £4.  ^/here  sewers  have  been  provided,  householders  with  septic 
tanks  are  charged  a  fee  of  £4  subject  to  no  charge  where  the  tank  is  emptied  for  the 
last  time  prior  to  sewer  connection. 

The  income  from  septic  tank  emptying  in  the  year  was  £432.48. 

Street  Sweeping 

The  Council  employ  two  permanent  workmen  at  the  seaside  villages  of  Robin 
Hoods  Bay,  Staithes,  Hinderwell  and  Runswick  Bay,  where  regular  sweeping  must  be 
carried  out  during  the  summer  season  because  of  visitors,  day  trippers  and  motorists 
frequenting  these  popular  villages.  In  the  last  three  years  it  has  been  necessary 
to  engage  part-time  sweepers  in  these  areas  during  the  summer  because  of  the  increase* 
litter. 


The  Council  also  employ  a  handyman  who  spends  a  large  part  of  his  time  in 
summer  clearing  litter  from  car  parks  and  lay-bys. 

Public  Conveniences 

In  1971  the  Council  re-built  the  old  Public  Conveniences  in  Runswick  Bay 
and  also  built  new  Conveniences  near  Sleights  Station  and  on  the  Council's  Car  Park 
near  the  old  Staithes  Station. 

The  Council  now  own  and  maintain  Public  Conveniences  at  Aislaby,  Castleton, 
Danby,  Egton,  Egton  Bridge,  Fylingthorpe ,  Glaisdale,  Grosmont,  Hinderwell,  Lealholm 
Robin  Hoods  Bay  (2),  Runswick  Bay  (2),  Sleights  (2),  Staithes  (3),  and  Westerdale. 

In  addition  the  Council  also  maintain  and  cleanse  Public  Conveniences  at 
East  Row  and  Goathland  which  are  owned  by  the  Mulgrave  Estates  and  the  North  Riding 
County  Council  respectively. 

Three  full-time  workmen  and  two  part-time  workmen  are  engaged  in  summer 
on  cleansing  Public  Conveniences,  grass  cutting  and  street  sweeping. 
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HOUSING 


Housing  inspection  cards  completed  during  the  Rural  Survey  in  1949  are  kept 
up  to  date  as  far  as  possible  and  additional  information  added  each  year.

Unfit  Houses 


There  were  118  Class  V  houses  in  the  District.  These  are  mostly  individual 
houses  in  the  coastal  villages  which  are  owner-occupied  and  used  as  summer  or  weekend 
dwellings.  Quite  a  few  are  being  reconditioned  each  year  with  the  aid  of  Improvement 
Grants.  Due  to  this  use  of  older  properties  there  are  no  slum  clearance  problems 
in  the  area  and  the  purchase  and  repair  of  these  houses  for  secondary  use  is  helping 
to  preserve  the  character  of  the  villages. 

Demolitions 

Two  Class  V  houses  -  1  &  2  Uaterloo  Cottages,  Ruswarp  -  have  been  partly 
demolished  and  re-constructed  to  make  1  dwelling. 

Repairs  and  Improvements 

Forty-one  houses  were  improved  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants  at  a 
cost  of  £22,625,  and  thirty- three  houses  with  the  aid  of  Standard  Improvement  Grants, 
at  a  cost  of  £4724.98.  In  1970  the  number  of  Grants  given  was  35  and  26  respectively. 

Of  the  74  houses  improved,  7  were  tenanted  and  67  were  owner-occupied. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1971  the  total  number  of  grants  approved  by  the  Council 

was  :- 


663  Discretionary  Grants  at  a  total  cost  of  £174,900.83 
328  Standard  Grants  at  a  total  cost  of  £  40,073.32 

The  average  cost  of  Improvements  is  now  £551  and  Standard  Grants  £143. 
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Movable  Dwellings 


There  are  101  licensed  Caravan  Sites  in  the  area,  accommodating  a  maximum 
number  of  1057  caravans.  Seventeen  of  these  sites  have  10  or  more  caravans 
stationed  on  the  site.  All  caravan  sites  accommodating  more  than  6  caravans  are 
equipped  with  ablution  blocks,  water  closets,  wash  hand  basins,  showers,  sinks  and 
laundry  facilities. 

In  addition,  the  Caravan  Club  have  a  site  at  Sneaton  Low  Moor,  which 
accommodates  50  caravans.  An  extension  of  the  site  in  the  near  future  will  provide 
space  for  a  further  50  caravans. 

During  the  year  action  had  to  be  taken  by  the  Area  Planning  Officer  and 
this  Department  to  prevent  overcrowding  of  existing  sites  during  the  peak  period  of 
the  season,  and  this  has  led  to  a  good  number  of  applications  to  extend  existing 
sites  and  provide  new  sites. 

There  is  a  growing  need  for  more  sites  in  the  area  to  accommodate  touring 

caravans . 

New  Houses 


Thirty-one  new  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise. 
No  new  Council  houses  were  built  during  the  year. 
Council  Houses 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  Council  houses  in  the  District  was 
744  and  included  in  this  figure  were  180  Old  People's  Bungalows.  On  the  Sleights 
Housing  Estate  there  are  two  Harden's  Schemes  of  36  and  23  bungalows,  respectively, 
and  at  Staithes  there  are  28  bungalows  in  1  Harden's  Scheme. 

There  were  198  applications  for  Council  houses  on  the  Register  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  79  of  which  were  from  applicants  residing  outside  the  Council's  area. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Ice  Cream 

Seventy-seven  premises  were  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice 
cream.  All  the  premises  are  supplied  with  ice  cream  from  manufacturers  outside 
the  Council's  area. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods 

There  are  two  privately-owned  slaughterhouses  in  the  District  and  no  public 
slaughterhouse.  The  larger  slaughterhouse  is  at  Egton,  where  slaughtering  for  local 
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butchers  takes  place  on  three  or  four  days  per  week.  A  smaller  slaughterhouse  at 
Ugthorpe  is  part  of  a  Bacon  Factory,  where  slaughtering  takes  place  on  one  day  per 
week. 


All  the  animals  killed  at  these  slaughterhouses  during  the  year  were 
inspected.  The  number  of  visits  to  the  slaughterhouses  in  1971  was  333,  and  the 
number  of  animals  slaughtered,  4596,  was  a  decrease  of  1704  on  the  1970  figure.
